SMITH. 


Served With Great Ability in City 

Council—As Chairman of Finance — 
Committee He Kept Down Taxes, 

Opposed Riverbed Franchise. 


| EORGE <A. SMITH, Republican 
candidate for Mayor, is making 
his qampaign on his public record 
and on his reputation as a business 
man and resident of Los Angeles for 
forty years. In the course of his long 
private and public life, no question 
has arisen as to his integrity and 
ability. Those who now are mos\ bit- 
terly opposing him have been unable 
to point to one act of ils that cau be 
criticised adversely. 

Smith grew up with' Cos Angeles, and 
always has been identified with the 
progress of the city, seeing it grow 
from an adobe village to a metropolis. 
As an extensive owner of y and 
as a dealer in réal estate he had no 
emall part in the upbuilding of the 
muz.' sipality. 

When, in 1906, he became a member 
of the Council, in which he represented 
the Fift’: Ward, he went to the front 
in the fight for a clean business ad- 
ministration. It is asserted—and the 
claim never has been disputed—that, 
in his two years of service in the 
Council he did more than any other 
man in that body to saye money for 
the taxpayers and to establish real 
business methods in the conduct of the 
city’s affairs. 

Smith was the balance wheel of the 

watchdog of thé city 


treasury. 

As chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittes, the most important position in 
the Council, he twice succeeded in re- 
ducing the tax rate in the face of ap- 
palling odds, at a time when the city 
was growing prodigiously. , 

On every question of importance 
Smith took a firm stand, even 
though, at times, he was not on the 
popular end. 

When there was a loud outcry 
against the granting of a freight- 
carrying franchise to electric 
roads, Councilman Smith advocated 
the submission of the question to the 
people at an election. He believed 
the public would benefit through the

of any other American. 

A short distancé south of Los Angeles—no far- 
ther away than the principal city of the State— 
lies an embryo empire directly tributary to the City 
of the Angels, the great importance of which is, 
however, recognized by very few of our people. 
Reference is ‘made to the States of Sonora and 
Sinaloa in the northern part of the Mexican re- 
public. These States are today about where Cali- 
fornia was fifty years ago. With this great differ- 
cnee, however, that whereas fifty years ago Cali- 
fornia was isolated from the world, being separated 
from the Atlantic Coast by a journey of six weeks 
via Panama, or a six months’ tedious trip overland, 
the States of Sonora and Sinaloa are now within 


while California had to wait twenty years for rail- 
road communication with the East, Los Angeles 
now has a direct line reaching into the recesses of 
our sister republic. It is not too much to say that 
Northern Mexico will grow as fast during the next 
five years as California did during the first quar- 
ter of a century of its existence as an American 
State. 

The State of Sonora embraces an area of 77,000 
square miles, Sinaloa 33,000 square miles; together 
110,000 square miles, an area two and one-half 
times as great as that of Southern California, and 
as large as Maine, New York, Maryland and New 
Jersey combined. The two Mexican States have a 
combined'sea coast line over 500 miles in length. 

On the 18th of April, this year, a golden spike 
was driven by the Governor of Sinaloa, mar 
the official connection of the railroad that combines 
the Pacific Coast almost from the tropic to the 

Arctic. This was as important an event as the 
historical driving by the late Senator Stanford of 
a golden spike that completed the transcontinental 
line between New York and San Francisco. The 


Sinaloa. It is 480 miles from Guaymas to Mazat- 
lan, It is going on about 370 miles further over 


the national railways of Mexico. 
Notwithstanding their great size, two 
States contain at present only half a million peo- 
ple. Farming and fruit raising here offer great 
possibilities. Cattle grow fat without feeding, and 
the mines yield a great wealth of gold, silver and 
copper. The country is specially adapted to the 
raising of wheat, corn and beans, practically all of 
which are at present exported. For all other prod- 
ucts there is a large home market. Mexico never 
has a surplus of wheat or corn, and has to import 
these commodities, as is the case with wheat this 
year, the Mexican government having reduced the 
duty; on wheat until 15, 1909. Other 
products are fiber plant, orarges 
sugar cahe, melons, asparagus and winter 
vegetables, all of which will soon be shipped by 
trainloads to the United States markets. They 
going out in carload lots today.

aga American government has taken up with 
Great Britain the cause of protecting the seals 
found along the islands in the Alaskan ocean. 
Japan and Russia ought to go into this convention, 
and the four nations so deeply interested ought to 
be easily brought together in an agreement that 
would save these useful animals from annihilatiop. 

It is an awful charge that might be laid against 
the human race, the destruction of the useful wild 
animals of the world. One by one, race after race 
of these wild creatures has a coueienie by 
the rapacity of an unreflecting humanity. is a 
ak to us Americans of the present 
generation that in our own day the sturgeon race 
of fish has been practically eliminated. They used 
to swarm in our streams and inland lakes, but the 
making of “Russian caviar” out of American stur- 
geon was so profitable that greedy get-rich-quick 
people simply seined out of the lakes of Minnesota 
and adjacent States the very last sturgeon in these 
waters. The Sacramento, not many years ago, 
teemed with salmon, but they have been almost 
driven out of that stream. The salmon catch of 
the Columbia River was in imminent danger until 
a few years ago protective steps were taken. From 
the fact that the Columbia River flows between 
two States and neither Oregon nor Washington 
will pass just laws protecting the fish on both 
shores, the Columbia salmon is still in danger, and 
our government should intervene. 

What a useful mammal the whale has been to 
the world for many generations! It is in danger 
of extinction, and unless proper international laws 
are passed for its protection it will not be long until 
the leviathan of the seas is unknown except in the 
pages of history. When the Western Hemisphere 
was discovered, the islands of the sea swarmed 
with seals. Around Patagonia and the western 
coast of America they herded and bred in half- 
millions. But the English navigators and explor- 
ers ruthlessly exterminated the seals all over the 
southern Atlantic and southern Pacific. We have 
been doing our best to accomplish the same unde- 
sirable result in the northern Pacific. Years ago 
the United States undertook to save the seals, and 
but for this action on the part of our government 
the animal would. now be extinct. 

The governments of the civilized world can ren- 
der our offspring no greater service than in at 
ence stopping all this ruthless extermination. We

Strikers who use violence were de- 
nounced by Magistrate O’Rellly in the 
Manhattan Avenue Police Court, Wil- 
liamsburgh, N. Y., yesterday when five 
men were arraigned before him for 
acts of violence growing out of the 
strike at the sausage factory of Adolph 
Goebel at Morgan avenue and Rock 
street. The prisoners, tal! and husky 
butchers, were Otto Reichhardt, No. 
877 Covert avenue; Peter Gettenbere, 
No. 557 Bast Seventy-seventh street, 
Manhattan: Ernest Sauer, No. i141 
Willoughby avenue; Edward Schulz, 
No. 87 Himrod street, and Joseph Pa- 
gatnick, No. 16 Ingraham street. } 

Reichhardt was accused of assault- 
ing William Zodker, a new employé, 
who lives at No. 180 East Eighteenth 
street, Manhattan. Zodker was scarce- 
ly able to stand on account of the 
— l assault.on him. The te 
said: 

“Men have a right to go on strike 
but no man has a right to interfere 
with another who wants to work. The 
law protects every man who lives up 
to it, but when there are such acts of 
violence as have been going on during 
this strike then the time has come to 
put an end to it. I propose to lock 
up every man who uses violence who 
is brought before me. Not only have 
the strikers brutally assaulted and in- 
timidated new employés who have 
taken their places but they have gone 
so far as to interfere with persons who 
went to this factory to make  pur- 
chases. I have been informed further 
that 8 who have bought meat 
have followed for several biocks 
and not onty the Meat taken from them 
and thrown away but the persons have 
been assaulted and threatened with 
further harm tf they continued to pa- 
tronize this manufacturer. 

“All I regret fs that the men who 
committed these acts of violence made 
their escape. When things reach such

Speaking abstractly, it is difficult 
to see how the capacity to vote, and to 
vote wisely, de ds on the mere mat- 
er of sex, or that that fact alone de- 
cides for or against female suffrage. 
Yet not always does abstract right de- 
termine the question wisdom or 
G@valiability. A scheme may seem 
logically correct and perfect, and yet 
upon trial prove a failure.

Just yet it failed of success. The con- 
Sent of the governed, affirmed in the 
Declaration of Independence, is not al- 
Ways of immediate application. By 
the late amendments to the national 
Constitution, the emancipated siaves 
were nade citizens and given the right 
of suffrage, yet it has always been 
@ question whether the latter grant 
‘was then the part of wisdom for them 
or the nation. The inhabitants of the 
Philippine Islan were brought un- 
@er our control. suffrage was not 
—— to them, and the matter ig still 

for, fair discussion whether now 


or, if not now, how soon it should be! 


Granted. Indeed. looking at other na- 
tions, we find that in many of them 
the people are not yet capable of self- 
government. They have not the re- 
Spect for legal proceedings, the self- 
restraint which is necessary to make 
safe and efficient government of 
people. So it is a practical 
question whether the granting today 
of full female suffrage will inure to 
the benefit of the sex or the nation. 
It has been granted in four States, and 
thoughtful men are watching those 
States to see its effects upon their po- 
litical life. 
SERIOUS OBJECTIONS. 

Objections are raised, not flippantly 
‘Dut seriously, and to be seriously con- 
sidered. One grows out of the fact 
thet, in many States, the franchise 
has been granted to women in respect 
only to educational matters. We 

_ naturally think that nothing would be 
“Of more vital importance to them than 
that which affects their children, and 
that they would everywhere take t 
in educational questions and shane 
their interest by participation in the 
ballot; yet it is true that they have 
mot responded as fully as was expected. 
Thus, while there were ahout 700,000 
women authorized to yete in Massa- 
chusetts on schoo! questions, the num- 
Der actually voting fell from 18,482 in 
3908 to 13,619 in 1907. In one hundred 
and eighty-nine towns where 360% 
women were registered, not a single 
woman voted. In Cleveland, O., the 
mumber of registered voters diminished 
from in 1904 to 3179 in 1907. They 
seem to have thought the partial bal- 
lot not worthy of their attention, and 
the argument is that if educational! in- 
terests do not appeal to them _  suffi- 
ciently to bring out their attendance 
at the polis, they will also fail if the 
full franchise is granted. - 

Many of our English sisters are 
striving to secure the ballot, but the 
means which, according to the papers 
they take would not be tclerated here, 
and, to say the least, are offensive. We 
want no ‘fighting Amazons;"” no 
gathering of women to break up a po- 
litical meeting. or to force their way 
against the efforts of the police into 
the halls of legislation. They must 
appeal to the American's sense of jus- 
tice and belief in the beneficial effects 
of woman's suffrage. They cannot 
here fcrce their way to the ballot. 

VizWws OF THE SEX. 

Tt is said that the sex, as a body is 
Opposed to the grantiag of the fran- 
chise. Associations of women have 
been formed in different States, clatm- 
ing that they believe female suffrage 
would be an injury to therm, that their 
welfare is promoted by making the 
home more secure and more fully’ un- 
der their contro}, rather than by par- 
ticipation tn pubiic life. Beyond the 
Oper., direct opposition uf these asso- 
Clations, !s a geners! indifference of a 
farge majoritm of the sex. They do 
mot seem to care for It; they look upon 
the effort to obtain !t is mere political 
clatter, adding that where it has been 
@ranted it is treate? as only a toy. I 
lately reac in a magazine an article by 
a woman describing a visit to Chey- 
enne, Wys., anc what she saw take 
Place on election day. Carriages were 
sent in every direction to bring the 
women to the polls, and they came 
dressei in their best clothes. The 
whole thing was treated as quite a 
sovial affair and seefhed to have been 
made a sort of picnic. 

In this connection may be noticed 
of the legislative and popular 
action outside of the four States named. 
In Oregon in 1900 the popular majority 
against woman's suffrage was only 
2137; in 1906, 10,178, and in 1908, 21.812. 
The latest born of the States, Okla- 
homa, réfused to put woman's suffrage 
fin its Constitution. In 1907 the Lezis- 
Jlatures of sixteen States defeated bills 
for woman's suffrage, and again in 
1908 similar action was taken in eight 
States, and by no Legisiature was af- 
firmative action taken except that 
of South Dakota. 

MAN’S WORK. 

Further, it is urged that there are 
some duties incumbered upon citizen- 
ship which women could not discharge, 
others the discharge of which would 
often be embarrassing, and still others 
in which they would likely be more in- 
fluenced by sympathy than justice. 
But this is true to no small extent of 
both sexes. Old age relieves the man 
from military, fireman and juror serv- 

So do sickness and phybical in- 
juries. Sympathy does not always 
biind the judgment. Is rict a mascu- 
line juror fully as likely to be influ- 
enced by the pretty face and 
of a woman litigant as a feminine ju- 
ror would be by anything in the ap- 
pearance or condyct ef a male party 
to an action’ My experience teils me 
that the most dangerous adversary 
a man bes in a lawsult is an attractive 
woman.

WILL IT? 

Further in favor of female suffrage 
is the belief that it will tend to 
cleanse the polis and purify politics. 
it is asked who is doing moet effective 
work in elevating the character of our 
public schools, in cleaning and improv- 
ing the appearance of cities, in sup- 
pressing intemperance and vice? And 
if all feminine strength can be 
brought into active effort, will not the 
result be a wonderful change for the 
better? It is said, it is true, in re- 
sponse to this, that the actions of the 
women reformers show a radicalism 80 
intense as to be retroactive and de- 
structive; that instead of using such 
remedies as are reasonable and mod- 
erate, they attack vice in a way that 
offends and will ultimately do more 
harm than good. But will not experi- 
ence tend to correct this‘ evil? 

Again, it is said that there is dally 
growing a strength of character which 
comes not a little from famil‘arity with 
public affairs, and that out of that 
strength of character will be developed 
& greater capacity for improving pub- 
lic life and morals, and that they will, 
as the days > by, realize that voting 
is a duty and not a pastime. 

Mere voting may not give the needed 
qualities, but as they more and more 
take part In public affairs much of ob- 
jection to the franchise will disappear, 
and unless human nature in the one 
sex is different from that *n the other, 

very effort they make in these 
several directions will develop day by 
y @ greater ability to do that which 
is wise, to act with moderation and 
yet with firmness, and to bring about 
<velgd day which we all believe is 


More than that, the heart of the sex: “ 


is against the terrtble destructions of 
war; they will be found a mighty po- 
litical force In favor of the settlement 
of international disputes by arbitra- 
tion, and against the to the 
sword or the musket. Indeed, when 
universal female s ‘comes, it 
may be affirmed that t froneclad will 
be seen only in pictures and known 
only in history. The sweet song of the 
angels about the manger at Bethle- 
em will become the uiversal song of 
umanity. 
HOW DOES IT WORK? 

But putting all the arguments pro 
and con together, whatever may be 
the abstract right, the real question 
is a practical one. How does woman's 
suffrage work when tried? In this na- 
tion four States, Colorado, Utah, Wy- 
oming and Idaho, have granted full 
suffrage, and in at least the first three 
of them it has been in existence long 
enough for substantial results. The 
conditions of life in them differ, and 
doubtiess that difference may effect 
the full significance of the results. 
One thing is true of all. There has 
been no organized effort to repeal the 
grant. Whatever may isolated 
opinions, the general mass of the yvo- 
ters are satisfied. Indeed, few have 
expressed antagonistic views. A short 
time since the papers reported an in- 
terview with the late Governor of 
Colorado, in which he declared woman 
suffrage a failure, t he promptly 
denied any such interview. If the 
citizens of these States find nothing 
objectionable in woman's suffrage, a 
natural conclusion is that no injury 
has resulted therefrom. While it may 
be said that. a genera! belief in the 
impossibility of revoking the grant 
may have prevented any organized 
effort in that direction, yet certainly 
the men and women in those States 
are not so timid as to fear giving ex- 
pression to their views, and we should 
have heard such expression and the 
reasons therefor. It is true that this 
silence may somewhat in the na- 
ture of negative testimony, but it Is 
not without weight. Especially is this 
true when the declarations of its 
friends in its favor are many and 
strorg. Dourtiess some opposition 
may come from personal ambition and 
expectation defeated by the action of 
the women voters. Thus Judge Lind- 


say, of the Juvenile Court in Denver, ' 


who has attracted much attention by 
his good work in that court, after 
having been denied a renomination by 
each of the great politi¢al parties, 
came out as an independent candidate 
and was elected mainly, it is said, 
by the votes of women who cl- 
ated his labors and determin that 
the young culprits of that city should 
not be deprived of the benefit of his 
judgment and experience. It would be 
strange if the defeated candidates did 
not feel and express themselves 
against woman's suffrage. But their 
complaint is really testimony to its 
value. 

The relative number of the two 
sexes, the Industries and some other 
matters deserve consideration. The 
census of 1900—that of 1910 not having 
as yet been taken—gives to Wyoming 
58.184 males and 34,347 females, or a 
totai of 92,631; that of Colorado, 295,- 
8.2 males and 244.268 females, a total 
of 539,700; of Utah, 141,687 males and 
135,062 females, or. in all 276,749; In 
Idaho were 83.30 males 68.406 females 
or a total of 161,772. Thus itn each of 
the States was a preponderance of 
males, in Wyoming and Idaho a _—_ 
preporiderance. I recall nothing in 
the lives of these States since that

WYOMING AND UTAH. 

Wyoming is chiefly an agricultural 
and stock-raising State, ,with no large 
commercial] city and comparatively lit- 
tle manufacturing or mining. Public 
schools open to both sexes abound and 
a generat intelligence prevailé am 
both. It is not strange therefore 
little aggressive spirit is shown by t 
female voter; that there is a commu- 
nity of thought and purpose between 
husband and wife, man and woman. 
Yet it is worthy of notice that there 
has been little of the commercial ele- 
ment and no scandal in its political 
life. It is not unreasonable to believe 
that this is somewhat due to the fem!- 
nine element, which, though relatively 
small, would b* prompt to antagonize 
any effort of bad men to secure office 
or grasp for undue privilege. Certain- 
ly, so far as can be seen, female suff- 
rage has worked no harm to and prob- 
ably has been a wholesome restraint 
upon the political life of the State. 

In Utah, the relative proportion of 
the sexes is much closer than that of 
Wyoming. The significant feature of 
its life is the Mormon church. As 
woman is more religious shan her 
brother, the dominance of church con- 
trol over her is greater than ovr him. 
Indeed, it has often been said that fe- 
maie suffrage was brought about by 
the rulers of the Mormon church in 
the belief that thereby its contro! of 
politics in Utah would be made more 
secure. Be that as it may, it is clear 
that, when that suffrage is largely a 
rt of the machinery of a church, It 
is helpful or hurtful as the interests of 
that church seem to its leaders to de- 
mand. Its results cannot be consid- 
ered a fair test, stich as will be found 
where her action is free from church 
control. The fuliness of that control 
in Ttah fe evident from the fact that, 
after the alleged revelation to RBrig- 
ham Young, the women freely accepted

According to the best in- 
formation I can get, her influence on 
political life has been mainly in. the 
way of restraint, preventing the nomi- 
nation of unworthy persons, and de- 
manding, as in the case of Judge Lind- 
say of the Juvenile Court, in Denver, 
the election of the best man. She has 
not hesitated to take her part in 
school matters, and her insistence has 
caused many improvements in the ad- 
ministration of city affairs. She has 
not reformed anything. Intemperance 
still prevails and the social evil 
abounds.

In addition must be noticed the 
change in the position of woman.

If 
she were averse to these, or failed in 
them, the only alternative was to 


general 
despised old maid. But within the last/ 


half century she has entered into ac- 
tive outdoor life, and is no longer a 
necessary home-body. Not that home 
has lost its charms, or will ever cease 
to be the. place which she most loves 
and where she reigns supreme, but 
choice or necessity has driven her into 
varied pursuits, many of them cal 
for familarity with public affairs 
executive ability. 

You see them not only doing clerical 
work in offices, but acting as shop 
giris in stores or laborers in a fac- 
tory. Many have charge of large ad- 
ministrations, are presidents of col- 
leges, heads of corporations, and, in- 
deed, ng in almost every avoca- 
tion of their brothers, and daing so 
with success. I have been told that 
the large apartment houses in London 
are mainiy.in charge of women, who 
surpass men in the collection of rents, 
in the supervision of the buildings, en- 
cleanliness and preserving or- 
er. 

Many a business man in this coun- 
try has as his secretary e woman with 
whom he consults in his business 
transactions and on whose judgment 
he relies. ee 

There is a host of female doctors. 
Women have invaded the pulpit and 
are pastors of many churches. They 
are found in the courtroom, and not 
a few are efficient and successful prac- 
titioners. Indeed, it may truly be af- 
firmed that t ‘have fully entered 
into the active life of the world. 

WILL COME. 

And now, what of the future? Fe- 
male suffrage will come. Not fully at 
once, but by varying steps. Woman's 
broader education, her increasing fa- 
miliarity with business and public af- 
fairs, will lead to it. And why not? 
The chief reply is the home. God for- 
bid that it should be jeopardized, for 
upon it in all its fullness depends the 
best social life. In fact, it is the basis 
upon which ing humanity de- 
pends. And in it woman neust ever be 
the great factor, the unchallenged 
queen. But female suffrage will not 
debase the home or lessen its power 
and influence. On the other hand, it 
will introduce a refini and uplifting 
power into our political life. It will 
not stop marriage, neither will a 
higher education. The great natural 
laws of our being will always assert 
themselves. Speaking at a Vassar 
commencement a few years since, I 
overheard one of the graduates say to 
two others, “I ath simply disgusted; 
three-fourths of the girls are engaged 
already.” Evidently she was not one 
of the happy ones. It is to be hoped 


woman, conscious of her independence 
and capacity to support herself, will 
demand true manhood in her husband. 
Children will come. However, the 
giory of the home will not be in the 
number, but in the quality of the off- 
spring.

I, there- 
fore, offer.to sell you the potatoes fdr 
which I am “cago 4 $2 per sack, at $2.10 
per sack, You will notice my kindness 
toward you by the fact that I am 
asking you 10 cents more than any 
one else. In explanation, I would ask: 
From who should If make money if not 
off my friends?” 

The Los Angeles merchant paid the 
extra. 10 cents and never again at- 
tempted to tell Shima anything. 

He ig an expert on the culture of tu-' 
bers. His seed is selected from the fin- 
est steck. Every potato planted must 
be of an exact size, since he figures 
that like produces like. He employs 
a weather expert, who figures to with- 
in five days of the first arrival of 
frost, and plagits a large acreage of 
potatoes which will arrive at a cer- 
tain size at that particular time. The 
frost in the past has nearly always 
arrived when expected, the potato 
plants have been killed and the spuds 
are up to the Shima standard. 


CHOOSES: HIS LAND. 


Believing that old ground cannot 
produce a good potato, because this 
vegetable absorbs a great deal of the 
fertilization out of the ground, Shima, 
with his large resources, has tied up 
lands for several years ahead. This 
season he signed a contract to take 
over 40% acres of land in the Roose- 
veit tract; near Stockton, in the years 
1911 and 1912. The Rindge estate of 
Los Angeles is bringing this tract un- 
der irrigation for the especial use of 
Shima. He has other similar contracts, 
assuring him of choice locations for 
planting. 

His business methods are unique. 
He has never been known to make a 
written contract with a buyer. Fis 
sales are all made by himself. A note 
book is the only one recording orders.

We 
will Mustrate: Recently a blacksmith 
hailed us while out in the hilis and we 
responded by going into his “smithy,” 
there and then he handed us an an- 
alytical report on his bed of calcite 
which report showed, “23 metals pres- 
ent including metallic calcium worth 
$10 per grain.” He became quite in- 
dignant when we informed him that 
his limestone owing to pyrite present 
was of but nominal! value and we at- 
tempted to reason with him that it was 
no small job to manufacture calcium 
from the limestone; In fact, argument 
was useless. 

So it te with the samples you sub- 
mit, and while traces of vanadic actd 
is present, your find is absolutely of 
no yalue.

For the twelve months ended Octo- 
ber 31, our merchandise imports to- 
taled $1,411,341,417, an excess over the 
previous corresponding period of $308,- 
000,000, and the largest of any simi- 
lar period except the one ended Oc- 
tober, 1907. Increased imports (in the 
totals) are a sure sign that the Amer- 
a factory is getting busier cvery 
ay.

The Counc!!] favors the change of 
policy as being a compromise bene- 
ficial to all and one at the same time 
falling short of unnecessary extremes. 
That the new law is calculated to en- 
courage the building of the big down- 
town structures is evidenced by the 
rapid maturing of the plans of A. C. 
Bilicke and R. A. Rowan for improv- 
ing their big hotel property, and by 
reports of other proposed high build- 
ings. 

The additions to the Alexandria will 
extend 96 feet south on Spring street, 
with a depth equal to that of the pres- 
ent building, and for 115 feet on Fifth 
to the Breadway line. The total front- 
ages of the completed building will be 
216 feet om Spring, $21 feet on Fifth 
and 100 feet on Broadway. Both ad- 
ditions wil be fourteen stories 
height and 175 feet from sidewalk to 
The total floor space of the 
mammoth hostelry when completed 
will be between twelve and thirteen 
acres,

WOMEN BOTHER AUTHORITIES. 

The county authorities had a hard 
problem yesterday in the disposition 
of twenty-two women of the wnder- 
world, arrested for occupying disor- 
deriy houses within forbidden limits 
in the city of Globe. Some of the 
women produced bail to the amount 
of $100 each, but the large majority 
simply threw themselves upon the 
hospitality of the Sheriff. The county 
jail was all too small for the unusual 
demand made upon it and so cots had 
to be placed in the corridors and bed- 
ding. hastily brought. During the 
evening the women shrieked and sang 
and the Courthouse was the most dis- 
orderly place in town. By. morfing, 
however, most of them had dropped 
their defiant attitude and were ready 
to acknowledge the stipremacy of the 
iA“ The action of the authorities in 
clearing away what has been a 
plague spot within the city will be 
fought by legal counsel engaged by 
the women and by the landlords 
from whom they have rented.

IRRIGATION TECHNICALITIES 
CAUSE MUCH WORRY. 
| 
Litigation Long Continued in San 
Joaquin Valley Has Commenced 
Again—According to Existing Laws 
it Seems Goth Parties Own Same 
Water—Case Difficult to Decide. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 
PORTERVILLE, Nov. 2—Califor- 
nia’s tangled irrigation laws are giving 
Much worry to owners of land in this 
section, whose holdings are dependent 
upon ditch water, and in all probab- 
iiity, within the next few years, this 
form of Irrigation will be entirely su- 
perseded in the orange distyict by the 
pumping method, 
Litigation has again reopened be- 
tween the Porter Slough and the Tul- 
lison ditch people, a litigation which 
has been in the courts for the last 
ten years. As the principal users 
from the waters of the latter ditch 
have their irrigated lands upon the 
banks of the Tule, from which the 
water is taken, they claim their sup- 
ly, under the provisions of the law, 
still in force, which allows them a 
usual flow of water past their place 
under the common law provisions re- 
<4 to riparian rights.

During the 
remaining four months of the year, which constitute 


the rainy season, beginning with June, the tempera- _— 


ture is high, reaching nearly 100 degrees in the shade. | 
The humidity during these four months is at its max- | 


imum, but at no time of the year does the thermometer 
rise as high as it does in the citrus belts of California. 
The heat is not felt nearly as much as in Chicago or 
New York, sunstroke being unheard of. During the 
rainy season, which is also the warm season, farmers 
do very little, for all the crops have been planted and 
they have but to await their development through the 
rains, and the harvest which immediately follows. 
The State of Sinaloa is exempt from diphtheria, pneu- 
monia. asthma and- diseases of like character. Very 
little malaria or fever of any kind ts known, being 
practically never experienced by the better class of 
people. Contagious diseases of a serious nature are 
rare, and examination of records will show that the 
State of Sinaloa has been quarantined more often 
against California in the past than any other country 
has been quarantined against it. The plague has never 
visited but one spot in the State, amd then was con- 
fined within a radius of one mile from its origin. 
During all other months than the rainy season, this 
is a land of sunshine. Along the lower belt of the 
State no frost is ever known, and rarely in the higher 
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regions. While the lower belt is frostless, for five 
months of the year the nights are cool enough to make 
sleeping between heavy blankets 
The days of such season show a temperature of from 
70 degrees to 90 degrees, and no sudden changes, and 

Although in a tropical latitude, this State is so af- 
fected by the California coast cold current, which 
swings around Lower California from San José del 
Cabo, that it presents none of the disagreeable effects 
of a tropical climate, nor any of the pests common to 
this latitude, such as an unusual number of mosqui-

HERMOSILLO. 


THe BEAUTIFUL CHTEF CITY AND CAPITAL OF 
THE STATE OF SONORA, 


Hermosillo, a city of 14,000 inhabitants, is the capital 
of the State of Sonora. It is but seven hours’ journey 
south of Nogales on the Sonora Railway, a branch of 
the Southern Pacific. This is one of the first and most 
important Mexican cities reached after leaving Ameri- 
can territory. It well deserves the name of “The Little 
Beauty,” bestowed upon it in the old Spanish days. 
Situated in the midst of a beautiful valley, with moun- 
tains in the distance towering as guardians of this, the 
State capital, Hermosillo is destined to become the cen- 
ter of a great commercial and business community in 
the near future.

In no town 
or city in the States of Sonora and Sinaloa will he find 
a real up-to-date American hotel, with exception of 
Guaymas. Here is a great opening for American capital. 
A good bed and pienty to eat can be found in all! hotele 
throughout Mexico, but those little luxuries and com- 
forts found in ali American hotels are still to come. 
Such little inconveniences in hotel life are made up 
for by the charm and simplicity of the towns, and the 
genial, good-natured, happy-go-lucky inhabitants.

Guaymas harbor, surrounded by towering mountains, 
though shallow at low tide, is an ideal one, and several 
lines of vessels making regular sailings keep in touch 
with many foreign ports, while just across the bay, or 
about five miles by rail, lies the town of Empalme, a 
rapidly-growing railroad district, division headquarters 
of the Southern Pacific, with shops and engine sheds. 
The entrance to the harbor is through a small, narrow 
channel, flanked on both sides by high cliffs, protecting 
the city from fierce storms when the Pacific Ocean 1s 
in a playful mood, and creating a harbor of refuge to al!

A stroll throtigh the market place of Guaymas is an 
interesting and instructive sight to an observant Ameri- 
can. Interesting because of the strange sights, strange 
goods displayed and strange methods of selling; every- . 
thing is strange from an American standpoint. Instrue- 
tive owing to the fact that an observant person sees 
right here many opportunities for wide-awake Ameri- 
cans to do a profitable business. Here within a small 
enclosure one finds a Chinese vender of vegetables, 
while alongside a fat Mexican belle has established 
herself in the same line of business, both extolling their 
particular wares, Fruits, tropical and semi-tropical, are 
in great abundance and cheap, considering the quality. 
Large, delicious watermelons are stacked on the floor 
and sell for a song, the citizens of Guaymas enjoying 
melons at least two months before the California prod- 
uct is on the market. Eggs, most of them imported 
from the United States, sell for “2 cents Mexican or 
36 cents United States gold, a dozen, yet no one thinks 
of starting a chicken ranch. Here is a good opening for 
some enterprising American. Hotel cooks will tell you 
it is almost impossible to purchase a broiler chicken, 
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All of these properties uave been conducted on conserv- 
ative methods. They are principally large bodies of 
low-grade ore running from $12 to $25 gold per ton in 
silver with occasional pockets of high-grade ore. There 
are many valuable undeveloped gold mines within a ra- 
dius of twenty-miles around Alamos; their owners 
lacking capital to carry on operations. 

The town of Alamos is just about 100 years behind 
the times, quiet, refreshing, and nerve-resting to the 
visiting stranger. As mentioned before, there is no 
gas or electric light system. As the shades of night 
are falling, a policeman from the local force is seen 
scurrying around the public plazas with a small bam- 
boo ladder. This he gravely places up against anti- 
quated posts, on the top of which, good old-fashioned 
kerosene lamps are perched. Kerosene lamps are uni- 
versally used, despite the fact that kerosene oil is 
worth its weight in silver. Here is an opening for some 
hustling American to put in an electric light plant. 
The water supply of the town is poor, the trusty old 


burros being relied upon to make daily trips to the 
river and bring back water by the bagful. There is also 
a good opening in Alamos for an ice factory. All the 


ice used is bought in Guaymas. There are four hotels 
here, which are largely patronized by miners and pros- 
pectors. 

There is comparatively little farming in and around 
Alamos. Consequently vegetables and fruits are high 
priced. Just now there is a general air of depression 
about the town on account of the closing down of all 
the principal mines, but within the next six months, 
when operations are resumed, this whole district wil] 
undergo a great change so far as unancial conditions 
are concerned. |

Being 
a far seeing man, he, several years ago, appreciated the 
value of the rich, fertile lands of Mexico and very ju- 
diciously invested a good part of his fortune which he 
accumulated from his mining enterprises, in some of 
the finest delta land in the State of Sonora. 

Capt. Besley has mined in many parts of the world, 
from the great lead and silver producing mines in New 
to the gold mines of Northern 
Rhodesia, where he was one of Cecil Rhodes’ private 
mining engineers. He also wrote up the geology and to- 
pography of Uganda (where ex-President. Roosevelt is 
today hunting big game) for the. late Cecil John Rhodes. 
Among other experiences, he attended the funeral of 
the late Mr. Rhodes in the Hatopo Range, thirty-two 
miles from Bulawayo, the largest town in Rhodesia, and 
Cecil Rhodes’s favorite haunt when sojourning in the 
empire he annexed to the British Crown.

There is a beautiful patio 
surrounded by a wide and airy corridor in which are 
placed large easy and reclining chairs for the use of the 
convalescents. 

The selection of Hermosillo for the establishing of such 
an institution was an admirable one, as the city is the 
center of a section in which there are a large number of 
Americans engaged in mining and other more or less

Those that come with an impression of the country 
based on such fiction concerning it as that referred to 
above, or wih the prevalent idea that it is entirely 
‘virgin, are liable to be somewhat surprised, if not, 
as in some cases, rudely shocked. I have known men 
who came with the idea that most of the lands, even 
in the valleys, still belonged to the government, and 
that they could be acquired for a few cents an acre.

The fact is that many of the valleys of the State 
have been cultivated by persons of Caucasian descent 
since the year 1686, or shortly thereafter. Attempts 
had been made to conquer the country as early as 1531, 
and colonies were established in the valley of the Rio 
Yaqui in the succeeding century; ‘but all of them suc 
cumbed before the fierce attacks of the native tribes 
until the year 1686, which marked the beginning of a 
chain of missions that soon extended over the entire 
State. | 

All the farming of the first comers, of course, was 
carried on in the valley lands. Car! S. Scofield, agri- 
culturist in charge of western agricultural extension 
investigations for the United States Department of 
Agriculture, writing of the great basin of the United 
States. says: “The first agricultural settlements in 
the great basin were made along the courses of streams, 
where water could be diverted for irrigation, and 
apparently for a long time no one thought farming 
without irrigation possible. As a consequence, the 
early agricuiture of the region was confined to rela- 
tively intensive irrigation farming and to ranging eattle 
ind sheep on the higher Jands.” 

This describes accurately what took place in Sonora 
also. In that State, however, progress has not been so 
rapid as in the States north of the line, because of 
the almost incessant Indian wars. The Apaches, who 
went on the war path in 1832, after years of peace, rav- 
azed the country until the capture of Geronimo in 1886; 
the Yaquis, who have been fighting since the first white 
man came into the country, only signed the final peace 
pact in January of this year. The ruins of Cocospera

UPLAND IRRIGATION. 


They were a hardy race. When the water supply in 
the perennially flowing streams, available’ by 
their crude irrigation systems, was exhausted, they 
pressed out to the uplands, and developed a system of 
farming in “temporales."" This, the nearest approach 
to the dry-land farming in the States, consists of divert- 
ing the flood waters of. some apparently insignificant 
arroyo over the adjacent lands and raising a crop by 
means of the moisture thus stored in the soil. As a 
result of their practical application of this method, 
not only the lands in the river valleys of the State, but 
most of the upland valleys as well, have been in pri- 
vate hands since the early part of the century. About 
twenty years ago, most of the remaining grazing lands 
in the State were taken up by surveying companies

A “MILLIONAIRE MAKER.” 


NY description of Sinaloa would be incomplete 
A without reference to the growing of fiber, an im- 

portant industry already, but yet in its infancy. 
it will undoubtedly soon be the leading crop of the 
State. Several American companies have taken up this 
industry in Western Mexico. The following informa- 
tion is from a pamphlet recently issued: 

Sisal or henequin, known as the “millionaire maker,” 
is indigenous to Sinaloa, growing wild in great abun- 
dance, and the fiber from the wild plant commands the 
highest price in the market. Sisal is one of the easi- 
est crops known to grow, requiring very little cultiva- 
tion and no irrigation, and the returns are large and 
practically certain, the plant being exceedingly hardy 
and prolific. The market for the fiber is assured as the 
twine and cordage mills of the United States could more 
than take the entire crop for many years and Chile, 


_ Peru and China and Europe are now bidding against 


the United States for. the crop.

The market price of Sisal fiber, July 1, 1909, was 6% 
cents per pound, as per market report of the Cordage 
Trade Journal of New York, while the price of Manila 
fiber at the same time was 6 cents per pound, actually 
less than Sisal, and due to the greater demand for Sisal 
fiber. 

The plants are set out in rows three to four feet 
apart and the distance between rows is 10 to 12 feet. 
The space between rows is used for nursery plants. It 
takes three to five years for the plants to grow to the 
proper maturity to begin cutting leaves. When the 
plant is growing all! its leaves point upward. As the 
plants mature the leaves begin to open, and as they 
open they begin to fall toward a horizontal position. As 
soon as the leaf becomes horizontal it is perfectly ma- 
ture and should be promptly cut, in order to secure from 
it the most fiber in the best condition. From four to

Six leaves become horizontal at one time-on each plant. 
The small leaves which first drop from the plants are | 
never cut; they are allowed to remain on the trunk of | 
the plant and rot there. The leaves that are cut from 
the mature plant are from four to six feet long. 

When the plants mature, say in: four to five years, 
and the first four to six leaves become horizontal and 
are cut it takes from two to four months before the | 
next row of four to six leaves drops to the horizontal | 
position for cutting. Each plant. has from twenty-five | 
to twenty-seven leaves. When faur to six are cut the 
same number have opened in the center of the plant, 
which. therefore, always retains about twenty-five 
leaves. When properly cared for a plant continues to | 
yield leaves for about fifteen years, and some plantg will | 
continue to produce for three or four years longer, but | 
if the leaves which become horizontal are not cut within 
a reasonable time then the plant throws up a stalk in- 
stead of leaves and this is the death of the plant. When , 
the plant reaches the limit of its age this stalk grows 
from the center and the plant dies. A single plant, if 
properly cared for, will yield from 1000 to 1500 leaves 
before dying. | 

Nursery shoots or sprouts are obtained from the ma- 
ture plant which throws out the sprouts from the center 
stalk. These shoots are ready for transplanting when 
about fifteen inches high. 

The following is quoted from the publication, Modern 
Mexico: 


“The huge prosperity of the State of Yucatan within | 


recent years has been one of the marvels of modern 
commercial annals, and the query has been made as to 
when this prosperity is liable to reach its high-water 
mark. The one crop, henequin, which has made the 
success of the State, is used at the present time largely 
for one purpose, the manufacture of binding twine to 
be used for harvesting, used chiefly in the United States. 
The position of the country in respect to its greatest 
source of wealth is thus more or less of an anomalous 
one, but differently from what is commonly affirmed by 
political and domestic economists in cases of this kind; 
there is absolutely nothing to fear for the States of 
Yucatan and Sinaloa. The demand for henequin is 
growing, and with the development of the great grain- 
bearing regions of the British possessions of North 
America, the demand will inevitably be greatly in- 
creased. The output of henequin, although steadily in- 
creasing, does not seem to be growing in proportion to 
the future market that obviously lies open for it. The 
development of this branch of agriculture and the in- 
crement of wealth promise, therefore, to be _ greater 
within the next few years in Mexico than they have 
been during decades of years in the past.”

About five vears ago, the time construction of the 
Cananea, Yaqui Railroad; was started with a junction 
with the Sonora Railroad, five miles east of Guaymas, 
the present site of Empalme (Spanish for junction) 
was a waste covered with cactus, with not a single im- 
provement except the bare lines of old railroad. Today 
there is a shop plant, probably more up to date than 


any other west of the Rocky Mountains, and a modern | 


American town site with first class quarters to take 
care of the company employés. 

The shops were located there not only on account of 
Empalme being centrally located with reference to the 
lines north and south, but also on account of the 
climate, which is no doubt the most pleasant on the 
Mexican west coast, with a cool breeze from the Gulf 
of California. 

Plans for the shop and construction were started two 
years ago. The first building erected was the twenty- 
eight stall roundhouse, which was constructed of stone 
obtained from the company quarry 2% kilometers 
from Empalme, This construction proved that the rest 
buildings could be erected more economically 
from concrete, and plans were made accordingly. A 
test of the soil showed that it would either be neces- 
sary to put in large spread concrete footing under the 
piers carrying the large buildings with traveling crane 
loads or to drive concrete piles. The latter plan was 
adopted. 

The shops. are complete in every respect, being built 
to take care of locomotive, passenger and freight car 
repairing and rebuilding, and are also equipped as a 
manufacturing plant, making them, to a large extent, 
self-supporting | 

The shops are electrically driven throughout, power 
being furnished from a central power station, which 
is a handsome reinforced concrete building, 88 feet 
wide and 106 feet long. This building is divided longi- 
tudinally by a wall extending its full length, separating 
the engine and boiler rooms. The engine room floor 
is about five feet above the boiler room floor, which 
provides for a basement to accommodate condenser, air 
pumps, hot well, boiler “washing, general service, 


hydraulic and fire pumps, steam and exhaust headers,

Special attention has been paid 
light. All buildings are exceptionally well lighted, and, 
sunlight, factory ribbed glass is used throughout. 
Particular attention has been given to labor and 
time saving devices. Cranes, push car tracks, turn- 


vided wherever considered practical, and a telephone 
system connecting all shops, offices, stores, etc., is 
installed. A general fire alarm system with fire alarm 
boxes located at suitable places about the shops and 
connecting with the power-house is provided An 
independent fire line with hydrants has been installed, 
and is used only in case of fire or fire drill by the 
shop fire department, thus insuring piping in good 
condition that will stand high pressure in case of fire, 
and eliminating the dangerous practice of allowing 
general service and other taps to be connected to the 
fire line, which is always bursting when a good pres- 
sure is called for. 

The coal storage has a_ capacity of ten thousand 
tons, the coal being dumped from an elevated trestle 
twenty-two feet high. 

The town is laid out on the American plan, with 
broad streets and sidewalks, and large fence yards 
around each house, sanitary plumbing, etc. The dwell- 
ings are constructed of brick, plastered brick, plastered 
adobe, and frame, with from three to six rooms.

This water is 
obtained from four deep wells located four kilometers 
from Empalme. The wells are 800 feet deep and 10 
inches in diameter. Salt water was struck near the 
surface.

GEOGRAPHY AND TOPOGRAPHY. 


Sinaloa is about 350 miles long and from 50 to 150 
miles wide, tapering ¢rom north to south; bounded on | 
the west by the Pacific Ocean and the Gulf of Califor- 
nia, on the north by the State of Sonora, on the east | 
by Chihuahua and Durango, and on the south by the 
Pacific Ocean and the Territory of Tepic. 

The entire eastern side of the State is taken up by 
the Sierra Madre Mountains, which slope southwesterly | 
to the ocean and the Gulf of California and throughout | 
their foothills toward the coast in a jagged line. At 
numerous points, such as ; 
Mazatlan, the hills jut into the sea and at no place in | 
the State are they more than forty miles from salt | 
water. 

Throughout most of the length of the State there is | 
a coastal plain, varying from one to forty miles in | 
width.

The production of fiber is now one of the great indus- 
tries of the State, and is probably destined to be the 
greatest. Heretofore the sisal fiber plant (maguey) has 
been used in the manufacture of alcoholic drinks, tequila 
and mescal, but now that a demand has been created 
for the fiber, large planters are giving their attention 
to it. This crop requires little cultivation and abso- 
lutely no irrigation. Hence it is a safe crop, though 
it requires at least four vears for the plants to mature 
after planting. and they grow in any soil, even out of 
the rocks. After four years’ growth, the yieid of 
henequin fiber per acre is estimated to be $75 to $100 
gold, and as the demand for this fiber exceeds 
the supply, there is a large profit and a steady income 
for these who produce it. As mentioned, this plant 
also produces the strong Mexican liquor called mescal, 
and Jarge fortunes have been made in this line by 
planters through this traffic. 

Pineapples and mangoes thrive in this State, and in 
case of any possibility of an over-supply of the local

SONORA MINING NOTES. 
The smelter and mines of the Douglas Copper Come 
pany, and the mines of the Mexican Mining & Explo- 
ration Company, have been taken over by the Pacific 


Smelting & Mining Company, recently organized with 


a capital of $8,000,000, and extensive operations will be 
soon inaugurated by the new concern. The Douglas 
mineral holdings in the Alamos district amount to 494 
acres, and the smelter at Fundicfon has a capacity of 
250° tons daily. The fluxing ores needed in smelting 
will be secured from the mines of the Mexican Mining 
& Exploration Company. The Fundicion smelter was 
built with a view to handling 600 tons daily, and the 
capacity will be later increased to that amount. 
Negotiations extending over several months have 
resulted in the transfer of the Indiana-Sonora copper 
properties in the Cananea camp, controlled by the 
Phelps-Dodge interests to the Greene Cananea Copper 
Company. Two and one-half shares of Indiana-Sonora

Altata, about the 
middle of the State, is a seaport for coasting vessels only, 
and is connected with Culiacan, the State capital, by a 
railroad 45 miles long. : 

Communication with San Francisco direct is had by 
the steamers of the Pacific Coast Steamship Company, 
the American-Hawalian line, the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company and Kosmos line. Connections with points 
on the Gulf of California and further south along the 
west coast of Mexico and Central America are had by 
the vessels of the Compania Naviera del Pacifico, the 
Mexico and Orient Navigation Company and other local 
lines. The competition is so keen that freight rates, 
both to and from Sinaloa, are very low and will remain 
so permanently. 

Important port works involving the expenditure of 
many millions have already been planned for Mazatlan, 
as well as for Topolobampo. A comparatively small ex- 
penditure on the seaport of Topolobampo will make it 
one of the finest protected entrances and harbors in the 
worid, comparing favorably with San Francisco. 

The value of these fine ports of entry at three points 
along the sea coast of Sinaloa, giving access to the ves- 
sels of all nations and thus providing active competi- 
tion in ¢reight rates, is incaleula le as a factor in the 


great future which Sinaloa has before it, and in prevent- 


ing high or unjust freight rates by rail. 

The passenger rate by steamship Curacao from San 
Francisco to any of the Gulf ports is $55, including berth 
and meals, or $95 for the round trip. This steamship 
usually stops at San Pedro. , 


RAILROADS. 

The Southern Pacific extension of the Cananea, Rio 
Yaqui y Pacifico Railway is completed as far south as 
Mazatian. The fare from Los Angeles to Culiacan is at 
pivceent $50.85, and Pullman $8; from Los Angeles to San 
Bias, $44.70. Los Angeles to Guaymas, round trip, par- 
ties of three or more, $45.50. Parties holding these tick- 
ets are entitled to greatly reduced round-trip rates from 
Guaymas south. Pulimans are now running, to Culiacan 
and the trip is made in three days. This time will un- 
doubtedly be lessened materially when the road is fin- 
ishec and the track fully ballasted. The estimated ex- 
pense of construction of this line is $40,000,000 In gold, 


it being aided by a subsidy: from the Mexican govern-— 


ment. 
The Kansas City, Mexico and Orient Railway has now 
operation its railroad seventy-five miles northeast 
from Topolobampo, and is engaged at this time in dou- 
bling its mileage of track, which will takeittnrough the 
State of Sinaloa northeast into Chihuahua. Thus, even 
at this time, Sinaloa has direct all-rail communication 
with the United States, in addition to a road northeast 
and southwest through the District of Fuerte, 125 miles 
long. The completion of this Kansas City, Mexico and 
Orient line of railway will bring the seaport of Topolo- 
bampo nearly 600 miles nearer to Kansas City, Chicago 
and all points in the’ Middle West than is Los Angeles 


or San Francisco, and will undoubtedly make Topolo-: 


bampo a great seaport. 

The railroad from Altata to Culiacan, forty-five miles 
long, has been in operation for a term of years. It is 
now planned to extend this railroad to Tepehuanes, in 
the State of Durango. at which point it will connect 
with the International Railway system, and it is further 
planned to extend from Tepehuanes to Parral, in Chi- 
huahua, there to connect with the Parral branch of the 


Mexican Central Railway.

throughout the State as agricultural laborers where 
needed... The laborer is the peon or Indian workman of 
Mexico. Average wages paid are from 62% cents to 75 
cents per day, Mexican currency (31% cents to 37% 
cents, United States money.) On these wages the laborer 
boards himself and works from early morning until late 
at night. While not up to the standard of farm hands 
in the United States, Mexican laborers accomplish con- 
siderable in the long hours and steady pace they main- 
tain. They are excellent woodmen and excel with an ax 
or “machete.” They are exceptionally good at cleaning 
land, rough planting and agricultural labor, and are also 
fine cowboys or “‘vaqueros.” 

TITLES TO LANDS. * 

There are probably more first-class perfected titles to 
land in Sinaloa than in any other State in the Mexican 
republic. A series of surveying concessions have been 
operating in Sinaloa over a considerable term of years 
and thus titles have been brought into the courts and 
before the tribunals of Mexico until all points have been 
contested and consequently have been definitely settled. 


titles obtained. Competent attorneys are to be found 
whose advice is safe and reliable. 

Most of the titles come direct from the government, 
and any one familiar with the Southwest knows that no 
lawyer in these parts has ever been able to break the 
title of a Mexican grant. 

There are also for sale afew “community” rights. Title 
to the right to a specified undivided interest in a tract 
is undisputed, but to get a clear title from the govern- 
ment for the divided land, the majority of the com- 
munity must apply to the court and have a surveyor ap- 
pointed to designate allotments. The court will then 
partition and give full title. i

CUSTOMS DUTIES AND TAXES. 

The duties on édarm from Mexico into the 
United States, $16.00 (Mexican money) per ton (metric 
1908, are as follows: Bananas, cotton, limes in bulk, 
melons and alligator pears, duty free; berries, 1 cent per 
quart; oranges, lemons and grapefruit, 1 cent per pound; 
tomatoes, 12% cents per crate; pineapples, $7 per thous- 
and; cattle under 1 year, $2 per nead; cattle over 1 
vear, value $14, $3.75 per head; cattle over 1 year, value 
over $14, 27 per cent.; fresh beef, 2 cents per pound. 

Farming implements going into Mexico from the 
United States, $16.50 (Mexican money) per, ton (metric 
ton of 2200 pounds.) Lumber—hbardwood—export duty, 
Mexico into the United States, $l.ov, Mexican money, per 
cubic meter. The import duty into the United States 
will probably be reduced from $2 to $1 per thousand. 

The taxes on land are about 6 pesos per 1,000 pesos, 
valuation taken from cost price in deed recorded.

COLONISTS’ EXEMPTION FROM DUTIES. 


Colonists must secure a certificate from the consular 
or immigration agent stating that he is a bona fide col- 
onist. 

Colonists who may establish themselves in the re- 
public will enjoy for ten years, counting from the date 
of their establishment, the following exemptions: 

First—Exemption from military service. 

Second—Exemption from all classes of taxes, except 
municipal.
